The  Seniors  were  busy  ordering  their  calling 
cards  and  in  November  a meeting  was  held  and  a newspaper  staff  was  elected.  On 
December  1st  the  Senior  class  presented  a three  act  play  "Lights  Out,”  directed  by  Miss 
Margaret  Holland.  January  came  and  brought  the  usual  worries  about  examinations. 
On  February  16,  all  county  high  school  seniors  journeyed  to  Bassett  for  annual  "Senior 
Day.”  The  Seniors  sponsored  a beauty  contest  in  April  to  help  pay  the  expenses  for  a 
trip  to  Washington.  In  May  the  Juniors  pleasantly  entertained  the  Seniors  on  a trip. 
The  last  of  May  brought,  again,  the  worries  over  examinations.
